Ithas been for many yeors a wonder to 
me why European Banks and Firms do not 
see the advantage of getting young men out 
from home in preference to employing the 
alien portion of this Community. Cheap- 
ness bas been advanced os a reason for em- 
pleying Eurasian Clerks; from my know- 
ledge, in many osses, the cheapncas hae beou 
of short duration, . 
* Lam of opinion, from personal experienc, 
that an English Firm*or Bank will get in 
the eggregate more work out of a British or 
European Clerk, and, consequontly more sa- 
tisfaotion, than he will out of two Karasisa 
or Asiatio Clerks, ‘ 

A leading Firm in Hongkong sets a good 
example to the Commercial Cummunity by 
employing only British Olerks, with porhaps 
one or two exceplions. 

Let the Post Office get out from home 
British assistants (not German), and I yea- 
ture te say that the work will be performed 
iu & more satisfactory manner; there will 
be less complaints, and fower-letters going 
astray.

cent. Permit us, however, to pointout a fect 
which may have -esonped the notios of ‘the 
Secretary of State, namely, that the re- 
vonuen of the two Colonies ara on a somewhat 
different basis, for Singapoze has 6 Municipal 
Council, and so 4 distinct municipal revenue, 
which is exempted from the Militery Con- 
tribution, whilo in Hongkong the figures of 
the municipal, and of the rest of the revenue 
are shown together. It does not appear 
clear to ua from the Secretary of Blate’s des- 
patches whether he récognizes the 
existence of this difference, as he seams to 
include the municipal revenue of Hongkong 
in the amount on which tho 173 por cent. 
hasto bepaid. Againat this we must protest, 
and we would beg to lay before him some 
most important considerations ageioat such 
a proceeding. 

We consider that the municipal revenue 
of Hongkong should bs treated on the same 
footing a8 (hat of Singepore, the more a0,

|THE KUCHENG MASSACRE. 
STATEMENT BY MISS CODZINGTON. 
Foochow, August 22, 
send you a copy of the atatement made 
by Mies Codrington, the only Jady who lived 
throngh the attack on the Stewart's house. 
It happened about 6.46 on Thursday 
morning, Augnit lat, I had been up about 
half an hour and was almost dreased when I 
was startled by a-auddon shout of men’s 
voices followed by « obild’s scream and 
rapidly succeeded by the loud report of a 
oracker and tertified ories from tho servante’ 
and teachers’ quarters, 2 wont at once to 
our front door aud there met Miss Gordon 
coming into “the house (sha had been aittiog 
outeide rosding), [no answer to my enquiry 
—‘ What is the matter? she unswered— 
‘Something serious, | think the riotera are 
here.’ Just as she was speaking one of oor 
teachors rushed into the house and out the 
back way without speaking, and then I saw 
a man coming from the Stewart's house 
brandishing o long spear in his hand. 1 
got the front door shut and locked before 
he reaubed it, and calling to Mies Gordon 
to help close the shutters in iront of the 
house as rapidly ao possible, at the samo 
time we both urged the other ladies, who 
were still in bed, to get their things on 
and come at once. The man cuteide 
began beatiog in the windows with hia 
spear, and called others to join him. More 
men came, @ cracker was lot off in front 
of our house and then (hey all eet to work 
to break in the front of the huuse, Misa 
Newcombe and Miss Marsha!l were soon 
ready and juined Mias Gordon and mycelf 
at Miss Stewart's deor, which was fastened 
on the insidy. Alter a little delay Mian 
Stewart opencd_her dour, but we had not 
moceeded in Qétting ber things on bofore 
the men had effected an entranos. Some 
ono shnt the bedroom door and fastened it, 
but we soon saw our position. was more 
hopeless shut in there, so we opened the 
@oor-and made a rush to escape by the 
kitchen, hoping they were too busy plander- 
ing to notices, Unfortunately the kitoben 
door.was faatened on the inside ao we retired 
to Miss Stewert’s room again to consult, 
Miss Marshall resaiving a wound on her 
shoulder as we went back. Wo tried to 
escape by tho window, had got the shutter 
open and-were in the aot of jumping out 
when two men rushed at us acd drove us 
back with their sponta. We then knelt 
together in prayer as the men hammered on 
the door, Soon it was burst open and in 
they, rushed, but at first were too busy 
soarching for money to molost us, Seeing the 
kitcheo door ope four of us—Yirs Gordon, 
Mies Maraball, Misa Stowart, tnd [—made 
for that, but Miss Newoombe got separa! 
from us and I never saw hor again, We pass- 
ed‘safely through the deserted kitchen aod 
into. the court at the back, where we were 
again confronted by men. They searched 
us (o sea if we had any money about us, and 
one of them pulled the ring off my fioger, 
They wero passing on into the house when 
another man came and asked them—‘ Have 
you secured anything P' * Not yet’ was the 
reply, ‘Do it quiokly,- thon, he said. I 
think if was just thea that.a.man whoso 
dress and ‘appearance differed from all the 
rest, and who, I think, bslonged to the Hywa 
Sattg village, interposed and. begged them-to 
spare aur lives. ‘If you give us $2,000’ 
was the soornful reply given hin, Mise 
Marshall thon begged me to go to this man 
and get him to help un, I asked him to 
save us if be cold. * They won't kill you,” 
he said, . By this timo wo had got outside and 
were ptending between the Stewart's house 
and ours, atthe back.

THE MAHOMMEDAN REBELLION 
IN THE NORTH-WEST. .

The 
abject appoare to be the establishment of 
an independent State in Central Asia, 
including Tibet, Ti, Kansu, and Mongo- 
ha. Tho rebellion at present seems to be 
centred in Hochau (18) li from Lanchon). 
Unless the troops being hurried forward by 
the central government show up well, the 
consequences will beimportant. Meantime 
panic prevails ; villages aro being deserted
